■rr  in  person;  all  v/ars  of  the  light-in-the-sky  type,  and  could  reasonably 
ce  attributed  to  Venus  and  Jupiter,  or  airplane  landing  lights.  There

the  investigator  gave  a review  of  the  bright  objects  vrhich  v/ere  in  the 
3.:y  and  could  be  mistJ.ken  for  something  usual.  The  investigations  with

He  said  that  if  one 
irjigined  the  bottom  part  to  be  like  one  of  the  rubber  cups  placed  under 
furniture  legs,  and  a dome  set  dovm  into  the  cup,  the  appearance  v;ould 
exactly  the  same.  The  whole  bottom  part  seemed  to  be  spinning  rapidly, 
at  4 to  500^^  possibly  ”4500  RF5I”  - the  tape  isn’t  clear).  The 

rim  section  pulsated  red  all  over  at  irregular  intervals,  averaging  a 
second  or  more  between  pulsations;  the  pulsations  were  definitely  not 
regular,  nor  did  they  display  any  other  patterjJBBBlW^WUld  notice. 

The  object  approached  straight  towardUdUBMB  passed  dir- 
ectly overhead  at  lew  altitude.  At  the  overhead  point,  4|H||||||^ indicated 
that  it  would  have  subtended  about  14  inches  at  arm^s  length,  or  roughly 
30  degrees.  He  cc-ald  see  the  circular  plan  view  of  the  bottom,  which  was 
also  rotating,  and  appeared  to  have  closely- spaced  strips  across  it, 
which  rotated  with  the  rest  of  the  bottom  section.  A hissing  sound  was 
heard  whJ.le  the  object  was  near,  like  air  under  high  pressure  escaping.

The  top  of  the  object  appeared  to  be  vrhite,  and  sparkled  like 
salt  crystals  on  a road  when  headlights  shine  on  them,  although 
headlights  (which  were  on)  were  not  aimed  toward  the  object.  At  the  top 
was  a circular  (apparently)  area  which  seemed  to  have  a dome  of  trans-

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The  fact  that  the  witnesses  have  been  looking  for  UFO^s  moro  or 
less  as  a hobby,  and  that  they  take  them  rather  seriously  and  speculate 
about  what  they  >;ant  hero  and  vrhere  they  are  from,  may  seem  to  detract 

their  qualifications  as  witnesses.  However,  they  gave  the  impression 
bein^  quite  ordinary  witnesses;  their  many  sightings  are  typical  of 
ro.oer  sightings  of  planets  and  stars  by  people  who  are  ignorant  of 
artronomical  objects  or  technology  in  general;  their  interest  seemed 
roite  adequately  e>:plained  by  their  initial  e^cperience  last  August,  and 
oorried  no  overtones  of  mysticism.  Indeed  they  had  never  paid  attention 
00  objects  in  the  slcy  before  the  August  sighting. 

One  would  e:-:pect  that  witnesses  like  these  would  see  many  things 
which  they  could  not  e:«:plain  if  they  observed  the  sky  regularly;  there 
is  no  reason  to  think  that  they  are  lying  about  having  seen  something, 
or  that  they  are  hallucinating.  It  was  evident  from  their  talk  that  vrhile 
n;  37  suspected  man*’  objects  of  being  UFO*s,  the  sight  of  the  object  on  the

This  was  reported  in  newspapers  as 


having  sighted  a UFO  ”the  siae  of  a boxcar”. 


sighting  was  from  1:31  to  1:43  p.rn. ; a helicopter  flight 


vas  kno^vti  to  be  in  the  area  of  the  sighting,  but  it  departed  at  1100  and 


returned  at  1250*  thus  being  out  of  the  area  40  minutes  before  the 


-rghting. 

The  investigator  viewed  the  films  both  at  normal  rate  and  at  five 
frames  per  second  a number  of  times.  The  sequence  was  in  three  parts, 
separated  by  windings  of  the  camera,  so  that  the  appearance  of  the  object 
changes  abruptly  twice,  once  with  a pronounced  streak.  As  the  film 
progresses  the  object  becomes  smaller  and  fainter,  showing  less  contrast 
with  the  background.  In  the  first  segment  the  object  is  large  enough  on 
the  projection  screen  to  show  some  detail. 

The  basic  form  is  a horizontally  elongated  oval  area  of  whits 
against  the  blue  of  the  sky.  The  image  shows  pronounced  image  breakup 
of  the  type  often  seen  in  astronomical  images:  the  shape  changes  er- 


ratically as  if  beirgseen  through  a layer  of  water  with  random  ripples 
c“f_nr  by.  There  are  two  highlights,  side  by  side,  visible  in  many  of 
an®  initial  fraces,  'with  a surrounding  and  joining  area  of  light  color. 

There  are  many  frames  in  the  initial  section  in  which  the  object 
is  in  the  same  orientation  and  has  the  same  size;  therefore  it  seems 
pcscibie  to  employ  a multiple  overprinting  technique  often  used  in 
astrcncxnical  planetary  photography  to  improve  the  image.  By  carefully 
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printing  on9  frame  on  top  of  another,  a compoaito  imago  may  gradually  be 
biiilt  Mp  in  vfnich  random  variations  due  to  atmooplieric  effects  and  grain 
car.  be  averaged  out,  and  a better  idea  obtained  as  to  the  true  shape  of  the

Patrolmar.  Fisher  says  that  ho  saw  the  object  visually  v/hen  it  v;as

Cearer  visually  than -in  the  final  movie:  he  vms  considerably  disappointed 

in  the  quality  of  the  film  results.  The  first  object  appeared  oval,  vdth

object  was  sirailar  but  showed  no  dark  underside.  Judging  from  the  atmos- 
oheric  effects  in  the  movie  film,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  a visual  ob- 


servation could  have  shown  any  more  detail,  at  least  during  the  time  the 
nc'rie  was  made,  because  the  image  quite  plainlj’"  is  being  strongly  affected, 
and  this  could  ' not  be  Ir.nproved  by  visual  observation.  Of  course  tho  eye 
can  perfom  averaging  processes  which  film  cannot,  but  by  the  same  token 
t..e  eye  can  Inject  ir_Tormation  into  an  incomplete  picture  v/hich  is  not 


really  there. 

It  is  highly  advisable  to  attempt  to  bring  out  more  detail  from
